Advice* from P o rtla n d . 
P o rtla n d , February 1st —Next Monday 
Captain John Q. Adams, Chief Signal Officer 
of the Departorent of tho Columbia, will be­ 
gin a survey for a Government telegraph line 
from Cape Disappointment (north entrance 
of the Columbia river) to Oak Point, whore it 
will eonnect with the Portland and Astoria 
lines. 
In the United States District Court to-day 
twenty men and two women were arraigued 
for selling liquor to Indians. 
The commission merchants estimate the 
surplna potato crop in Oregon and Wasfciag- 
ton Territory at 35,000 to 40,000 sacks, of 
which three-fourth» will probably be 1 hipped.

VERDICT OY MANSLAUGHTER. 
This evening the jury in the cass of the 
State vs. Sullivan, tried for shooting and 
killing a Chinaman some weeks ago, brought 
iu a verdict of manslaughter. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
The investicaiinn of Dr. Lawlor’s practice 
as Quarantine Officer still continues. 
The British steamship llothwell Castle has 
arricen in port from Hongkong with 1,029 
Chinese passengers. 
Mexican dollars sold yesterday iu this 
market for S9i centp, and probably that fig­ 
ure would be paid for mere. 
Another quarter of a million of whitefish 
eggs, from Lake Michigan, were received 
Tuesday afternoon by tho State Fish Com­ 
missioners. 
The real estate sales made in January ex­ 
ceeded by 8210,137 the value of the pales cf 
December, yet sales generally were more dull 
in January than in the previous month. 
Frank M. Truworthy, an old pioneer, died 
on Wednesday last of pneumonia. Mr. Tru­ 
worthy had a very large circle of friends and 
was well known among the mercantile com­ 
munity. 
William Johnson, better known as “ Lib 
erator Biil," the scout who carried the last 
dispatches ever written by General Custer, is 
now pick and in a destitute condition at the 
Montgomery House, G13 Mission 6treet. 
The Uni n Electric Telegraph Company 
has incorporated, to instruct persons in tele­ 
graphy, ar.d to deal in telegraphic instru­ 
ments. Capital stock, $’0 000. Directors— 
Henry C. Roetb, Orion Brooks, Paul Seiler, 
George Roetb, Charles Roeth. 
Major Hughes, Clerk of Polios Court No. 
1. reports fines and forfeits for the month at 
82,605. Of this 835 was paid to the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, 
850 to the Childreus’ Friends Society, 8800 to 
Home of the Inebriate, and the balance to 
the City Treasurer. 
During January the Police made 1,910 ar­ 
rests, and among the charges preferred were : 
Murder, 1 ; adultery, 1: assault with a deadly 
weapon, 13; burglary, 29 ; drunkenness, 859 ; 
embezzlement, 1 ; escaped from jail, 2 ; fel­ 
ony, 4 ; grand larceny, 20 ; attempted mur­ 
der, 4 ; robbery, 7, and attempted robbery, 1. 
The British ship Roscellana, commanded 
by Captain Baillie, and bound from Hull, 
England, for this port, is reported by tele­ 
graph to have been burned at sea. Part of 
the crew is reported to have been Rnded by 
the bark Niagara at Port Stanley, Falkland 
Islands. Nothing is said of the remainder ot 
the crew. 
Mrs. Mary Slicer attempted to hoard one 
of the Omnibus cars on Third street, Mon­ 
day, which started suddenly and threw her 
to tho street. She held on to the car to save 
a child Bhe carried, and was dragged some 
distauce and badly bruised. The car had no 
conductor, and the driver started hurriedly, 
as he, was behind time. 
There were 140 real estate mortgages re­ 
corded in January of the very large value of 
81,243,957. 
One private mortgage alone 
amounted to 8630,000. But large as the 
mortgages were, they were greatly exceeded 
by the releases, in both number and value.

The Railroad Commissioners hare received 
replies from several railroad companies in an­ 
swer to the resolution asking for information 
regarding smoking in second-class cars. These 
rrpliss are to tke effect that on the long roada 
doing a large business there are smoking cari 


for that special purpose, and that smoking is 
; not allowed in the cars provided for second­ 
, class passengers. On those roads where the 
¡ traffic is not sufficient to warrant having sep 
srate smoking cars, a portion of a second­ 
, class car is partitioned off for smokers, and 
cards are put up, giving notice that smokirg 
is not allowed in the portion assigned to non­ 
smoking passengers. 
Tuesday nightRjbert Gordon broke the 
t show-window of the Lombard Loan Office, on 
j Kearny street, corner of Commercial, and 
! endeavored to reach some of the valuables 
j contained therein. His movements were not 
! rapid enough, and the proprietors perceived 
him as he fled. One of them pursued him 
and several police whistles were blown. Gor­ 
don ran up Sacramento street and into the 
arms of officers McCtffry aud Corrigan, who 
directed his footeteps to the City Prison 
where he was charged with malicmus mis­ 
chief. It was afterward ascertained that a 
ring in which was set a diamond, valued at 
§75, was c.issiog. The ring was above a small 
empty box which was also missing. Neither 
of these articles were found upon the young 
man when searched, and he was charged with 
grand larceny. Iu breaking the window he 
cut one cf his hands and wrists. 
Ou Sunday afteuioon two persons inquired 
at the Helvetia Hotel for men to work on a 
ranch. The proprietor of the hotel recom­ 
mended Giacomo Catfuglia, who has been in 
the country but fourteen days. Carfuglia 
was engaged st §25 per month to work on n 
ranch in San Joaquin county, and went to 
No. 19 Steuart street, where ha signed some 
popere. 
He was then taken to Howard- 
street wharf, and taken off to the whalmg- 
ship Coral, lying off Beale street. He was 
ordered to go to work on board, and expostu­ 
lated, but to no effect. Monday afternoon 
an Italian boatman came alongside the Coral, 
and Carfuglia banded a slip of piper to him 
to deliver to the Italian Consul. When the 
Captain of the ship learned of this action of 
Carfuglia ke sent him ashore. Carfuglia 
informed the Italian Consul, and infoim-d 
him that Giuseppi Costaglio was slso on boatd 
the vessel as a prisoner. The police nere in­ 
formed of the matter, aud detective Bradford 
sent to work up the matter. It appears that on 
Saturday Costaglio was engaged to load 
freight on the vessel, ar.d was detaiued on 
board. The Captain aud n.ate denied all 
knowledge of the affair, and the whereabouts 
of the two meu who enticed Carfuglia into 
signing the papers have not yet been dis­ 
covered. The reputable sailor boarding-house 
keepers along the city front are much annoyed 
at tne affair, us it thought to cast discredit on 
their solemn protestatiuns that they do not 
engage in any such nefarious business. As 
eoan as they heard of the affrir they set an 
inquiry on foot to discover if possible the 
guilty parties. After following up several 
false clues they found out, so they say, that 
Davis, a tailor and ship’s outfitter, who keeps 
a store on I’acific street, near Broadway, and 
H irris, a man who beards ships and to’ c ts 
custom for him, were th3 two men who in­ 
duced the Italians to sign the p-.ptr . They 
got 875 advance for each man, and 839 each 
extra for h»ad money, which is the amount 
now paid by all the American captains in 
port for seamen.

CURIOUS PREDICTIONS. 
Mother Sbipton has foundered on a cuff 
that is strewed with the wreck of numer 
ous ‘ vaticinations. On this side of the 
Indus, it seems, Messiahs are not suffi­ 
ciently encouraged to venture upon a sec­ 
ond advent. “ This whole business of the 
Delphic fraternity,” says Rrofessor Hegel, 
“ is nothing but Scheiben schicseen im 
Nebel—target-practice in a fog.” Still, it 
must be admitted that some of the marks­ 
men have scored remarkable hit3. Not all 
prophets have 
“ prophesied after tho 
event,'1 for it can not be denied that, eight 
years before the birth of Napoleon Bona­ 
parte, the author of the “ Contral Social ” 
(Jean Jacques Rousseau) recorded in print 
the following augurium: “ J ’ai un pre­ 
sentiment que la Corse produira un homme 
qni etocnera le monde ”—(“ I have a pre­ 
sentiment that Corsica is going to produce 
a man who will astonish the world.’) Na­ 
poleon himself believed in omens end 
portents as firmly as any Roman Ca :-ar, 
and openly professed his confidence 
in certain luckv days (the 2d of 
December aud 24th of October, for 
iuatar.c.?). Ho confessed to Lss Caaoa 
that iu the night before the battle of Leip- 
sic he was on the point of revoking all his 
ordere and abandoning his position, having 
been seized with a sudden misgiving, which 
only the stronger fear of ridicule helped 
him to ovsreome ; and after his Russian 
compaign he certainly had some excuse for 
being a little superstition^. Iu the winter 
of 1807 the arbiter of Europe took it into 
bis head one day to eonsult the famous 
clairvoyant Lenormand, whose feats in 
“ astrology” were setting all Paris agog. 
The Pythoness told him that his fears of 
another outbreak in Austria were unfound­ 
ed. “ Your power has not culminated 
yet,” she said,” “ your star will keep ia 
the ascendant for another five year?, but 
after that it will decline aad be eclipBed 
for ever.” The downfall of the Roman 
Empire was foretold by many portents and 
prodigies, of which even the elder Pliny 
enumerates a long list; and the testimony 
of numerous Spanish historians makes it 
certain that long before the Wirth of 
Columbus the ancestors of Montezuma 
were frightened by an ominous prophecy 
which presaged the overthrow and 
total ruin of their uatioD. Strange men, 
cunning, strong, and altogether invincible, 
were to come from the Eist and consume 
the rice of the Aztecs as the hoar frost .of 
the Cordilleras are consumed by the morn­ 
ing sun. Lord Bacon’s bonmot respecting 
forebodings might be applied to this kind 
of prophecies, that “ a man troubled with 
misgivings has commonly good reasons to 
expect things to go amiss 
but, even in 
the noontide of prosperity, such omens of 
sudden night have now aud then ap­ 
peared. 
King Rodrigo, a year berore 
the altogether unexpected invasion of the 
Saracens, had a vision that “ prostrated 
his mind like a sentence of death,” and on 
the battle-field of Xeres, when squad­ 
ron after squadron of his iron-clad war­ 
riors were borne down by the onset oi 
the Moslem fanatics, he turned to tne 
Bishop of Toledo with the words: “ Eita 
venido /—it has come ! These horses and 
these riders I saw approaching in my 
trance a twelvemonth ago ; they are going 
to overtake ine now.’’—[Popular Science 
Monthly.

NEW 
YORK 
FIRE. 


The New Y ork fire in P rinting House 
Square has once more illustrated the small 
degree of intelligence th at goes to th e de­ 
signing of th e huge blocks w ith which 
m odern business quarters are filled. 
H ere 
was a building in w hich some five hundred 
people worked all day, y et it was so con­ 
structed th a t a fire starting in the base­ 
m ent would instantly be draw n up both the 
elevator shaft and the staircase, in such a 
m anner as to cut off all hopo of escape. 
T he danger whieh elevator shafts entail 
upon buildings has been emphasized so fre­ 
quently by disastrous fires th a t it m ight be 
thought architects would by this tim e have 
devised some means of shutting off the 
draught. 
B ut they go on building p re­ 
cisely the Bamo kind of air-tubes in all 
large structures, and when fires occur they 
are probably surprised at the results of 
th eir own handiw ork. 
In the N ew York 
fire som ething else than the stupidity of 
architects was shown, however. 
W e refer 
to the imbecility of th e public, as repre­ 
sented by the crowd th a t yelled to the peo­ 
ple in danger to “ ju m p !”— from fourth 
and fifth story windows, down on the stone 
pavem ent. 
One poor woman was actually 
so bewildered by th e mad cries of these 
idiots th a t 
she 
did 
jum p 
from 
a 
fourth-Btory 
window, 
and 
was 
of 
course 
taken 
np 
dead. 
W h at 
the 
crazy mob thought of this result of its 
advice m ust be left to the imagination, but 
we should think th at m any of those who 
were present m ust have wished they had 
been dnm b. 
The same excited lunatics 
were very clamorous to have an old gentle­ 
m an jum p sixty feet on the chance of being 
caught in a tarpaulin which some energetic 
b u t ignorant people were holding about 
eighteen inches above the stones. 
H ad 
th e old man obeyed th eir instructions there 
can be no donbt th a t he, too, w ould have 
been killed, for the im petus of his descent 
would have much more than overcome the 
resistance of the tarpaulin holders, and 
when he struck the tarpaulin it would have 
yielded quite enough to let him down on 
th e pavem ent w ith fatal force. 
The fire­ 
m en worked w ith characteristic bravery, 
however, and by their agility and skill 
succeeded in saving m any persons who 
m ust otherw ise have perished. 
The mo3t 
serions consideration is th a t there are hun­ 
dreds of business blocks exactly like the 
one burned, and all equally fitted to roast 
th eir occupants in th e event of a fire begin­ 
ning in th e basement. 


VACCINATION. 


W henever small-pox appears in an epi­ 
dem ic form a controversy arises ever the 
efficiency of vaccination. 
A t such tim es 
th ere is alw ays a certain school which pro­ 
fesses to donbt th e value of vaccination, 
and which m akes large use of statistics 
show ing w hat percentage of patients under 
th e disease had been vaccinated previously. 
B u t all these statistics are fallacious. 
The 
only fact requiring to be k ept in m ind is 
th a t small-pox has become very m uch less 
virulent and fatal since vaccination was 
introduced. 
Form erly it was a disease 
which killed tw ice o ut of three times. 
N ow the deaths are not five per cent, 
of th e cases. 
Again, it is impossible to 
jndge from th e num ber of persona who 
have had th e disease after vaccination 
w hether they had given vaccination a fair 
chance. 
They may have been im pregnated 
w ith inefficient vaccine virus ; or their 
vaccination m ay have 
been 
outgrown. 
These cases in short prove nothing, whereas 
it is an incontestable fact th a t vaccination 
does protect thousands, and th a t it has 
am eliorated the disease so as to take from 
it alm ost all its terrors. 
All sensible 
people will continue to believe in vaccina, 
tion, and c o n t in u e to practice it, no m atter 
w hat frivolous objections tn a y be n r g e d 


a g a i n s t i t . 


THE 
E X P O R T 
O F 
GOLD. 


A dispatch yesterday stated th a t tbe 
steam er Bothnia would tak e §1,500,000 
of gold to England. 
T here is ground for 
believing th a t this is the beginning of a 
drain of gold which m ay become a serious 
m atter. 
In the present case th e dem and 
has no donbt arisen directly from the 
French financial stringency, w hieh acts 
npon th e N ew Y ork money m arket through 
th a t of London. 
I t happens, however, 
th a t th e state of trad e and of the ex­ 
changes in th e U nited States a t th is tim e 
favors the new conditions which are beiDg 
set up, and th is sta te of trad e is due 
largely if not altogether to the fiscal and 
financial policy of our own Government. 
Speculation in products has no doubt op­ 
erated to w eaken the m arkets, and it is 
significant th at th is is one of the agencies 
which th e journalistic cappers for the 
gamblers of San Francisco are ju st now 
endeavoring to naturalize upon the Pacific 
coast. 
W heat gam bling tends to obstruct 
the free transfer of products. 
I t often 
causes the locking up of largo quantities 
of w heat and other produce. 
I t unsettles 
values, encourages inflation, and in many 
ways hastens commercial crises. 
The folly 
and obstinacy of Congress in regard to the 
silver question has been another influen­ 
tial factor in th e situation. 
I t has been 
proved by a careful comparison of prices 
for several years past th a t during th e last 
tw o years they have been rising in a way 
w hich can only be explained by th e as­ 
sum ption th a t an inflation of the currency 
ha3 taken place. 
The issue of silver dol­ 
lars and silver certiorates fully accounts 
for this, for whenever the volume of cur­ 
rency is in excess of the needs of -a country, 
its value begins to decline, and th ii decline 
is m arked by a rise in prices. 
But this ia 
not the sole cause of th e commercial trou­ 
bles which have been gradually increasing 
for some tim e past. 
As usual w hen the prospects appear good 
for trade, there is a tendency to discount 
them , and a t the same tim e there is a dis­ 
position to overdo production. 
Now in a 
country which has of its own free will 
shut itself out from foreign m arkets by 
a system of Protection, over production 
m ust alw ays be.m ore easily brought about 
than in conntries which have tae whole 
world tor th eir m arket. 
Protection, too, 
may overreach itself, and this also has 
been the case w ith m any of our m anufact­ 
urers. 
Prosperity and the tariff have en­ 
couraged them to raise th eir prices so 
high th a t in many instances it has become 
possible to foreign m anufacturers to im­ 
port goods to th e U nited States ia spite of 
the tariff, and thus to compete sUiJCeeefully 
w ith Am erican m akers. 
And as A m eri­ 
can m anufactures are excluded from for­ 
eign m arkets they are the less able to 
stand com petition at borne, and thns the 
m anufacturers find them selves exposed to 
losses, 
not m erely despite, bn t actually 
because of, the system which they thought 
had secured the home fitld to them com­ 
pletely. 
The increase of im ports of late 
shows th a t this is no fanciful cause of appre­ 
hension, while the corresponding decrease 
of exports shows how m uch speculation 
has done to paralyze commerce. 
I t is possible th a t the French panic may 
have a sobering effect even in this country. 
C ertainly it is to be hoped so, for the con­ 
ditions a t present are by no means reassur­ 
ing. 
Speculation and over-production, as­ 
sisted by currency inflation and Protection, 
are capable of bringing about very serious 
results in a com paratively brief period. If 
to these agencies is added a foreign finan­ 
cial stringency so great as to set up a steady 
drain of gold to Europe, we shall have a 
general condition of things requiring the 
m ost careful treatm ent. 
A nd it m ust be 
confessed th a t it seems useless to look to 
Congress for any help or pelief in the prem ­ 
ises. 
The silver coinage still goes on at 
the rate of tw o million dollars a m onth, 
the silver certificates are still issued to 
swell the already redundant currency, and 
tariff reform seems as far as ever from re­ 
alization. 
Now if th e drain of gold con­ 
tinues for any length of tim e we are liable 
to have the silver question brought to the 
front w ith startlin g emphasis, and we may 
be compelled to determ ine w ithout further 
delay w hether we are prepared to give up 
gold altogether, and fall back upon the 
currency of China and H indcstan. 
For 
w ith the exchanges against us, w ith the 
paralysis of over-production afflicting as, 
and w ith an inferior currency ready to onr 
hands, it will not require a very long con­ 
tinued pressure to bring us down to the 
single silver standard. 
The French panic has happened a t a bad 
tim e for us, though if the w arning is seri­ 
ously accepted it m ay be the means of 
postponing a sim ilar m isfortune on this 
side of the w ater. 
B u t so long as the 
present draw backs to th e freedom of com ­ 
merce are perm itted to exist we shall al­ 
ways labor under disadvantages. 
W e are 
in fact heavily handicapped by the meas­ 
ures which were adopted under the de­ 
lusion th a t th ey would give us special ad ­ 
vantages, and so long as we continue to pin 
our faith upon th a t delusion we shall of 
course suffer from those evils. 
If th e cur­ 
rency were in a thoroughly healthy condi­ 
tion, indeed, a slight drain of gold would 
do more good th an harm , by relieving the 
country of the inflation which now upholds 
prices, by bringing them down to their 
norm al level, and by discouraging specula­ 
tion. 
B at as it is we are continually pu t­ 
ting in silver where th e gold is taken out, 
and if this process is m aintained long 
enough we shall some day have got rid of 
all the gold, and retain nothing bu t silver. 
T h at is the tendency of our financial 
policy. 
W hile the exchanges and trade 
were favorable and everything w ent swim ­ 
m ingly, nobody noticed or paid attention 
to this state of things ; b ut now th a t re­ 
verses have set in, and trade is out of gear, 
and tn e exchanges are againBt us, and gold 
is beginning to flow out, it will be impos­ 
sible to preserve the attitu d e of indiffer­ 
ence, and it will become 
im peratively 
necessary th at th e country should m ake np 
its m ind in regard to th a t currency ques­ 
tion w hich Congress appears afraid to 
tcuch, even for the purpose of abatin g the 
most evident mischief. 


and th e troops, and rapid driving and a 
large escort, it is hoped th a t th e Czar may 
succeed in reaching his destination alive. 
The precautions which it is deem ed neces­ 
sary to take for bis safety conclusively 
show th a t th e apprehension of Nihilism 
has not by aDy means passed away.

ander will never be crowned, and th a t 
therefore it is needless to go to any trouble 
in preparing for th at ceremony. 
Of course 
this may be only an em pty th reat, but 
then it may be a perfectly serious menace, 
and after w hat the N ihilists have already 
done it will not do to p u t any confidence 
in their passivity. 
No doubt w hat m akes 
the authorities so uneasy íb th a t it is quite 
impossible to know who are and are not 
N ihilists. 
The very men who are chosen 
to guard the Em peror’s body w ith their 
own may bring the dreaded bombs w ith 
them . 
The very coachman who drives 
him m ay be one of his deadly enemies. 
N ay, it has already been whispered th at 
the T hird Section, the great m achinery for 
the tracing out of conspiracies, is believed 
to be honeycombed w ith them , and even 
the chiefs of th e departm ent have not 
escaped 
suspicion. 
In fact the 
Czar 
moves in so extrem ely volcanic a world 
th a t we should th in k it quite as safe as 
any other course for him to abandon all 
precautions w hatever. 
H e could not take 
any more rieks than he does, or suffer from 
any more alarm s, and it is possible th a t if 
he showed some confidence in the people 
they m ight return th e compliment by p re­ 
serving him from his enemies. 
I t is true 
th a t another Romanoff more or less is of 
very -little account, bn t if he thinks it 
w orth while to five at all he m ight as well 
five quietly until his tim e comes.

seems th a t at first he m ust have gone 
very far tow ards snch an indorsem ent; so 
far, in fact, th a t his subsequent approval 
of Secretary Freliughnyseu’s policy is not 
to be understood w ithout further explana­ 
tion. 
Indeed a t this m oment the Presi­ 
d ent’s defense appears to involve the very 
serious charge against Mr. Blaine th a t he 
altered an im portant dispatch so as to 
change its scope and effect, after the Presi­ 
dent had agreed to quite another line of 
action. 
Plainly the controversy cannot be 
allowed to rem ain here, for neither the 
President nor M r. Blaine can afford to 
occupy the anomalous positions in which it 
thus far places them . 


MOTHER 
SHIPTON. 


I t seems very difficult to get even the 
very sim ple story of M other Shipton’s so- 
called prophesy right.

“ M other Shipton’s doggerel, ‘The world 
“ 1 unto an end will come, in eighteen huu- 
dred and eighty-one,’ was w ritten sev- 
“ eral 
centuries 
ago,

Now it happens th a t the 
“ exact 
w h e n ” 
of 
this 
prediction 
is 
very precisely known. 
In. the first place 
it was not w ritten by M other Shiptou at 
all. 
The prophesies ascribed to the latter, 
and w hich date from the period of the 
W ars of the lloscs, contain no such specific 
and intelligible statem ents, bu t are filled 
w ith vague and enigm atical stuff snch as 
N ostradam us used to w rite. 
The couplet 
which has been so m uch quoted during the 
last tw o years was th e invention of one 
Charles H indley, of B righton, England, 
and was p ut forth by him in 1SG5 as a 
mild hoax upon some antiquarian friends. 
Mr. H indley long ago confessed to the 
authorship of the lines, however, and his 
acknowledgm ent ought to give the ghost 
of M other Shipton a final release from the 
baiting to w hich it has been subjected. 


CAN 
BE 
PREVENTED. 


If it be trae th a t a Y’ankee druggist pro­ 
poses to exhibit the body of G niteau after 
his execution, th e G overnm ent can and 
ought to prevent th e indecency. 
I t is not 
obliged to surrender th e body to the rela­ 
tives of the deceased, b nt may take charge 
of and bury it where it pleases. 
U nder 
the circum stances it would be advieable 
th at the rem ains of G uiteau sh o u li be cre­ 
m ated, however, since if he was merely 
buried there would for a long tim e be sen­ 
sational talk about stealing th e corpse for 
exhibition purposes.

A R e m a r k a b l e G un. —I n the late war 
betw een Chile and Pern a curious accident 
befell an 8-inch A rm strong gun on board 
the Chilean w arship Angamos. 
The last 
tim e it was fired th e gun which was on 
deck slipped out of the trunnion ring, fla w 
backw ards across the ship, and leaped into 
the sea. 
This was the singu'ar end of a 
rath er rem arkable history. 
The gun was 
supplied to the Chileans before the w ar by 
Sir W illiam A rm strong’s firm, and proved 
a form idable terror to Peru, 
The A nga­ 
mos was previously an Irish pig-boat, and 
was acquired by Chile for the purpose of 
carrying this one gun, which, standing off 
at long ranges of 10,000 yards or so, she 
could do w ith im punity. 
The Peruvians 
at length sent ont their fleet of gnnboats to 
destroy their waspish antagonist, when the 
other Chilean ships w ith th eir short rangers 
came into action, and drew off the gun­ 
boats all bnt one, which was sent to engage 
th e Angamos at close quarters. 
The A rm ­ 
strong gnn, however, sent a show er of 
shrapnel ballets on her decks, and th e gun­ 
boat retreated. 
As she was nearing port, 
a pot shot from the 8 inch gnn, tired a t long 
range and high elevation, managed to h it 
and sink her. 
The gun therefore did 
plenty of hard work and valuable service 
before it finally gave way and was lost in 
the sea. —

H onolulu, H . I., January 16, 1SS2. 
T he K ing’s party has returned here from 
a tour of H aw aii, where I accompanied it 
p art of the way. 
H eavy rains prevailed 
during th e first p art of the trip, and little 
enjoym ent was derived, unless the traveler 
could ignore drenching to the skin, and 
abandon himself to the romance of hi3 sur­ 
roundings as he galloped in th e royal caval­ 
cade through wild tropic scenery and 
amid m ountains capped w ith the glare of 
volcanic fire or A rctic snow—fitting acces­ 
sories of weird and more im m ediate envi­ 
ronm ent, where every interm ediate shade 
of green, from shades th at were w hite to 
shades th at were black, abound in moEses, 
grasses, shrubs, and ferns th a t were fragile 
weeds to ferns th a t were lofty trees, and 
other trees, from tender tw igs to forest 
kings—a sylvan medley of loveliness. 
A t Laupahoehoe, 
some 
th irty miles 
north of Hilo, th e chief city of ttie island, 
m ountain torrents barred the way to far­ 
th er progress for a week. 
A schooner was 
finally chartered at Hilo and sent for the 
royal paity. 
The K ing and Queen, how­ 
ever, w ith a few friends, m ade the trip in a 
whale boat, sailing the distance in four 
hours in waves feather w hite, a trifle sport­ 
ive and too familiar. 
A seat upon a 
whale’s back could not have been w etter, 
nor perhaps more exciting. 
From Hilo 
the party crossed th e island w estw ard, and 
then 
sailed round the 
southern cape, 
formed, in part, by the lava flow of 1S68— 
th e upshot of several hundred earthquakes, 
of which a plantation m anager told me he 
counted 300, and then got so scared he 
could count no more. 
H ere they entered 
K au district, where a generous reception 
was extended. 
The m anagers of tw o of the largest plan­ 
tations turned out personally to m eet his 
M ajesty, while others contributed liberally 
tow ard defraying the expenses of the occa­ 
sion. 
A cavalry company had been organ­ 
ized, the men being chiefly N aalehu plan­ 
tation hands, who for some tim e previous 
to the reception were allowed to quit work 
early every afternoon to drill. 
T he even­ 
ing before K alakaua’s expected arrival they 
w ent down to th e beach, seven miles away, 
and camped. 
Tow ard m orning they were 
followed by a few ladies and gentlemen, 
who were only partially repaid by a sun­ 
rise of prism atic grandeur. 
The K ing did 
not come th a t day, and several returned 
home. 
Those rem aining spent the night in 
amusing them selves at the Sheriff’s ex­ 
pense. 
T hat functionary, who lacks but a 
few inches of being seven cadaverous feet 
high, and possesses the physiognomy of a 
very intelligent quadrum an, would hesitats 
a t nothing in the line of duty, if he only 
knew how to perform it. 
The K ing’s ad­ 
vent 
was 
an 
overw helm ing 
event, 
and 
being 
confessed !y 
ignorant 
of 
even th e rudim ents of court etiquette, 
he longed for inform ation, and the “ boys” 
were only too willing to oblige him. 
One 
sat enthroned representing the King, who 
he addressed m ost devoutly as “ your M s1 
jesty 
“ your august M ajesty 
“ your 
most august M ajesty,” etc., 
while 
he 
bowed profoundly, being careful alw ays to 
face the King, even though he w alked side­ 
ways or backw ard in so doing, and his salu­ 
tations grew in extravagance as he receded 
from the presum ed royal presence. 
M uch 
tim e was devoted to the elaboration of this 
proceeding, which was conducted w ith u t­ 
m ost solem nity. 
H is first words to Kala- 
kaua were : “ Y our m ost gracious M ajesty, 
I, your unw orthy servant, am at the head 
of the d istrict police, and anything your 
most august M ajesty may demand at their 
hands 6hall be done instantly. 
W ith pro- 
fonndest hum iliation, 
I am your m ost 
exalted M ajesty’s m ost loyal and devoted 
servant to com m and,” all of which was 
accompanied by an am ount and variety of 
salam ing 
untqualcd in uniqueness and 
originality. 
In the evening he handed 
K alakaua a cigar 
stum p he had been 
smoking, saying : 
“ W ill your sovereign 
m ajesty deign to accept this cigar which I, 
your most unworthy' subject, have aspired 
to light for your m ost sublime m ajesty ?” 
and K alahaua was too happy to see the 
fraud. 
Subsequently the poor fellow was 
enticed into a room to play poker, “ ju st 
for fun.” 
H e won and was easily induced 
to bet tw o “ b its,” when, according to a r­ 
rangem ent, one of his own officers entered, 
arrested him for gambling, and loeked him 
up in his own jail. 
W hen the K ing had 
pu t out in his boat for the steam er for Kona 
district, the Sheriff rushed fo the land­ 
ing breathless and shouting, “ King, K ing ! 
H ere’s a letter for you.” 
H is M ajesty, 
smiling, put about, but before he reached 
the shore his excited subject had dropped 
the letter into the bay, and, losing his bal­ 
ance, followed after. 
B oth were fished 
out. 
The Sheriff’s first audible words 
w ere: 
“ O, K iug ! I ’m late.” 
On the eve of his departure from Kan, 
K alakaua conferred the honor of knight­ 
hood upon J . A. Buck, of O rlandt & Buck, 
San Francisco, who hereafter is to be 
known and designated as Sir John A. 
Buck, F irst K night of the Royal O rder of 
the Golden Crown of Hawaii. 
K alakaua 
being a crownless Kiug, will not affect the 
title of Sir John. 
The event was cele­ 
brated by a royal dog feast. 
R e c o r d 
U n i o n readers m ay be gratified to learn 
th at this dish tastes more like rabbit than 
anything else I know. 
The K isg says it 
resembles rc ait young pig. 
N atives abhor 
rabbit, and would as soon think of eating 
a cat. 
The K ing and Queen, w ith a few others, 
were escorted to W aiohinu springs, the 
m ountain source of Mr. Buck’s plantation 
w ater supply. 
Queen K apiolani slaked her 
th irst at there cold perennial stream s as 
they gurgled from the solid rock, her cup 
being a prim itive vessel, m ade from a 
banana leaf. 
She also sprinkled some upon 
her royal crown, and carried away several 
bottlesful for good luck. 
N atives enter­ 
tain m any superstitions about these en­ 
chanted waters. 
Hence the party sailed 
to K ona district and home, where they 
settled quietly down. 
There is a good deal 
of electioneering in progress. 
The election 
for legislative representatives will take 
place on February 1st, and they will be 
called to deliberate 
upon the nation’s 
affairs tow ard the end of April.

LOCAL JNTEILICENGE. 


THE RAIN IN 1350. 


The record of rainfall for 1819 and 1850, 
as published in a recent fable given in this 
paper, is taken from the figures and observa­ 
tions of the late Or. T. M. Logan. 
Dr. 
Logan himself was compelled to rely upon 
insufficient data for some of the earlier 
months, for in the first days of the settle­ 
m ent of Californi-, after the' discovery of 
gold, no meteorological records wero- kept. 
C. B. Porter, of Martinez, a well-informed 
Californian, referring to the recent publica­ 
tion of the rain table in this journal, says 
th at it wa- an error to give the month of Sep 
tember, 1850, credit f r no rainfall. 
I t is 
desirable to have as full and correct informa­ 
tion on such m atters as it is possible to ob­ 
tain. 
M r. Porter says : The rirer miEers all 
along the slope of the Sierra range, from 
Siskiyou to the Tuolumne, remember how the 
floods of th at m onth swept away their dim s 
and washed them out of the river bed claims 
they were j ;st then about ready to begin 
taking their anticipated gold piles from. 
“ Still, it m ay not have rained in Sacra­ 
m ento,” tho-e who have faith in Dr. Logan’s 
records will say.

know it di», 
very 
briskly, 
one 
Sunday 
evening 
in 
th at m cnth, while I stood under the awn­ 
ing of 
one of the J-street gambling sa­ 
loons, in conversad n with Ira D. Root, an 
old home townsman, who was at that time 
chief officer of the Sacramento police, and at 
whoBe invitation I lodged that night at his 
office, which I think must have been on K 
Btreet, north side, probably between Second 
and Third. 
I had come down ihe river with 
a companion from K night’s Landing in a 
email boat, having f >oted it to th at point 
from the Big B ar of T rinity river, and ex­ 
perienced several soaking showers on the 
road between the present site of Tehama and 
K night’s Landing. 
I accepted my friend 
Root’s invitation to lodge at the police sta ­ 
tion in preference to exposure to the rain iu 
our open boat. 
I presume there are many 
residents of your city who have cot forgotten 
the heavy September rain of that year, and 
who have often wondered w-lth me th at Dr. 
Logan ehould hare made no note of it. From 
recollection, I sh' uld judge th at the measure 
of rainfall that September afternoon and 
night at Sacramento could uot have beeu less 
than half au inch, and was possibly near 
twice th at amount.

Detective Greenlaw had never seen 
Eggleston nor any member of his family. He 
had, however, their photographs. 
W hen he 
arrived at Lena he was disappointed to find 
that Egeleston had continued ¿ír wanderings, 
and had left th at town a few days prior to 
his arrival. 
He found, however, th at Mrs. 
Eggleston and her daughters were Btoppin? 
at a first class hotel in th at place. 
Green­ 
law went to the same hotel, registered as 
Robert James, represented himself to be a 
capitalist who was visiting th at portion of 
the State, buying horses for certain street 
railways in Chicago.

Satisfied th at Eggleston would have to retrace 
his steps to the golden shores, tho whole 
family concluded they would return.

wife an 1 daughters continued on to San Fran­ 
cisco, but Eggleston, at the earnest solicita­ 
tion of detective Greenlaw, concluded to stay 
a few days in the capital city, as a guest of 
Messrs. Chesley and Hay ford. 
On being 
faced by his creditors’ he disclosed the 
fact th at his wife in San Francisco had 
secreted upon her person drafts on Chicago, 
and other 
Eastern 
cities, 
amounting 
to 
several 
thousand 
dollars, 
and 
he 
agreed 
to 
go 
w ith 
Greenlaw 
and Hayford and induce his wife to give 
them up. 
On th i arrival of the trio in San 
Francisco they found the object of their 
search stopping at the Brooklyn Hotel, and 
the husband, after much persuasion, induced 
hia wife to surrender the money—some $8,- 
000—to Hayford and Greeulaw for the benefit 
of his creditors. 
He took away funds enough 
to have paid off all his indebtedness and then 
had quite a competency left. The old adages. 
“ The way of the transgressor is hard.” and 
“ Honesty is the bed policy,” are applicable 
to this case. 


P robablt I n sa n e.—Edw ard Cahill, a m m 
who was discharged from the Insane Asylum 
at N apa on the 16th of January, W3s arrested 
by officer Lee and taken to the lock-up last 
evening.

W ithin live years its trade operations have 
increased about 40 per cent. 
V ery n a tu ­ 
rally this has enhanced th e value of real 
estate, which, according to the I I euord- 
U n io n , advanced last year in the husmeas 
portion of the city 15 to 20 per cent., 
while property suitable for nice residences 
show8 an advance of from 20 to 25 per cent. 
The rate for money on good security ranges 
from 7 to 9 per cent. 
Leading all other trades in the extent of 
buginess done is th a t of the iron-workers, 
ear-builders and m achinists, their opera­ 
tions am ounting to $6, ISO,C00 out of a 
total of $35,392,935. 
N ext in order come 
th e grocers, w ith $4,03S,S70 ; mill products 
cover $2.925,360 ; agricultural im plements 
aud hardware, $2,543,291 ; lumber, $2,125­ 
200; meats, hides, etc., $2 680,050. 
The 
item of fruits, produce, Eeeds and nuts is a 
very im portant one, the business therein 
during the year reaching a total of $1 473,- 
2S0. 
I t is claimed by the R ec o r d-U n io n 
th at Sacram ento is the largest fruit ex­ 
porting m arket of the State, and th at it is 
deetined to become the largest west of the 
Mississippi. 
D uring 
1SS1 
Sacram en'o 
shipped 25 per cent, more of green fruit 
than waB shipped from all of California 
during the previous year. 
The opening of 
the Southern Pacific Railway has stim u­ 
lated th e trade. The R ec o r d U n io n says : 
“ The horticulturists are now aw ake to 
the im psrtance of th e industry. 
Fruit- 
canning and drying is largely increasing, 
and there has been established in this city 
in the year a large canning establishm ent, 
which will beg'ii p utting up canned goods 
w ith the appeal ance of asparagus in the 
m arket this spring, and follow w ith the 
canning of salmon prior to the receipt of 
the early fruits. 
T ee erection of this es­ 
tablishm ent has already caused an outlay 
of betw een $30,000 and $40,000, and will 
give em ploym ent to a large num ber of 
hands. 
I t is estim ated th a t during the 
coming fruit season this cannery will re­ 
quire 300 tons of apncot3, 5,000 boxes of 
B artlett pears, 12,000 baskets of peaches, 
500 tons of plums, a large q u antity of to ­ 
matoes, cherries and other sm all fruits. 
The dem and for apricots has largely in­ 
creased, and apricot growing has kept pace 
w ith it. 
O rchardists are bringing here 
from the E ast by the carloads apricot trees 
to be planted. 
This is to introduce a 
change in stock, and to get a hardier 
growth' of wood by bringing from a cold 
clim ate, and to avoid the propagation of 
insect pests. 
A pricots bring a large price 
for canning and drying, and the planting 
of plum and B artlett pears, from one to 
two years old, is being conducted upon the 
same basis, the stock being shipped from 
the East, especially from the vicinity of 
Rochester, N. Y .” 
The salmon industry figures in the year’s 
return to the extent of $65,000. 
The sal­ 
mon fishing Is very doubtful as a perm anent 
industry, as the w aters of the rivers are so 
m uddied th at few spaw ning grounds are 
left, and the run of salmon is not to be re­ 
lied upon. 
E xperts agree on the state­ 
m ent th a t the salmon are being rapidly 
driven from the rivers by the condition of 
the waters. 
The largest raisin-producers of th e State 
aie located w ithin tho trade area of Sac­ 
ram ento. 
I t is also th e largest brandy 
m arket upon the coast. 
I t is claimed th a t 
brandy stored in th a t clim ate ripens and 
ages better than in aDy other place upon 
the Pacific coast, one sum m er there being 
equal to three in San Francisco, because 
of Sacram ento’s mean sum m er tem perature 
from 75' to 78 . 
There is much in the push of the Sacra­ 
m ento people th a t is w orthy of im itation 
by many of our small Eastern cities. M any 
of them would expand and grow ten tim es 
as fast as they do were a greater interest 
taken to develop, foster aud m ake known 
local advantages. 
\Ye congratulate Sacra­ 
m ento upon its latest record of prosperity.

C alled Stale» Senate. 
W ashington, February 1st.—Petitions 
were preheated for the suppression of polyg­ 
amy.

The bill was reported favorably appropri­ 
ating $15,000 for free vaccine. 
On motion of Wiudom, tho resolution was 
adopted requesting the President to com­ 
municate the correspondence between the 
Executive Department and the diplomatic 
agents of the United States relating to the 
proposed Oon.Tess of American nations, or 
any of them, in 1882. 
The Senate took up the three per cent, 
bond bill, and a lengthy debate followed. 
The House resolution fixiog the 27th of 
February as the day for the G-arfield memo­ 
rial services was concurred in. 
After an executive session the Senate ad- 
jouraed, 0ou.se of R epresentatives. 
W ashington, February 1st.—Monday, the 
37th in»t.. was adopted for m em oifl aervtce 
upon Gar6eld.

The B lalue-A rlhnr Controversy. 
Ni.w York, February 1st.—A Bpecial from 
Washington says : The position and views of 
Blaine in reference to the South American 
policy of the United States continues to be a 
subject of ceneral conversation. 
The Boíl’* Washington correspondent says : 
Tho personal contest, for it is personal as 
well as political, b tween President Arthur 
and James G. Blaine grows more and more 
intenBÍ&ed es each presents his case, day by 
day, to the pnblic. Tho friends of the Pres­ 
ident say that Blaine is staking his political 
future on the turn of the tide, one way or 
the other, and that he will resort to every 
measure to protect his interests. The Presi­ 
dent is understood to feel very deeply the at­ 
tempt of Blaine to make him out a timid and 
inconsistent man, and it is said that Blaino 
has overstepped the bounds, not^ only of de­ 
corum, but almost of subordination and law, 
in his career at the head of the State Depart­ 
m ent It will be urged that Biaine was 
actually not more moved by patriotic motives 
and legitimate ambitiondur the Presidency 
than by the wi-h to benefit himself and ht3 
friends pecuniarily, lilaine does not lose 
heart at all, and talks about the future with 
his usual hutyancy and aggressiveness. He 
claims that if the Stalwarts wish to go into 
an investigation back of the Peru and Chile 
imbroglio, hs can show that men were in­ 
volved iu it who were just as near to Arthur 
as anybody can be to himself. Politicians 
are watching the newspaper progress of the 
controversy with the keenest interest. 
The Cennmere.ial Advertiser correspondent 
says: It is spoken of as a som what sig­ 
nificant ¡act that, although some of ihe mem­ 
bers of the present Administration sat at the 
same Oabiatt t-.ble with the late Premier, 
and had an opportunity of consulting him 
every day, they did not know what^ policy 
was being pursued in reference to Chile and 
Pern. No one doubts but that the President 
had every c -nhdence in Blaine and trusted 
him to the fullest extent in all matters of 
diplomacy, t-u’, notwithstanding all thl-, 
Blaint’s purposes were either not fully ex­ 
plained, or, if so, were entirely misunder­ 
stood. Blaine was not communicative to his 
associates in the Cabinet, and he only saw 
the President when he thought, the importance 
justified it. 
His recent pronuuciamento is 
regarded by many leading Republicans as 
evidence that he i-¿tends to uie a free lance 
and Btrike the Administration whenever it 
will benefit him politically to do so. 


LETTER FROM THE EX-SECRETARY. 
W ashington, February 1st.—The foil aw­ 
ing letter was i-med this evening by ex-Sec­ 
retary Blaine to tk> As>oc;ated Press : 
Washington, February 1st. 
I deem it due to jnstioc to make a brief statement 
which I ask you to transmit to tho papers ot ycur 
Association to-uight. On Monday morning last, 
January SOth, I addressed the following note to the 
President , f the United States : 
“ My Dear Mr. President: As Mr. Frelinghnysen 
has made mention of the propos»d Congr. ss of 
American nations in a dispatch which he has made 
publie, and the designs of that Congress are greatly 
misunderstood and misrepresented both at home 
and in Europe, I respectfully ask that you will direct 
the publication of the original invitation. I have 
the original draft mvsolf. but of course i do not feel 
at liberty to use it without your permission. If 
tou do not wish to order its formal official publica­ 
tion, will you kindly grant me tcavc to use the copy 
at my diseretion T Very sincerely, 
“ JAS. G. BLAINE." 
In the afternoon of the same day the President 
sent his private secretary to my residefice with a 
verbal message that he saw no objection to granting 
my request, b it that he had referred rov note to the 
Secr.fc.ry of State. Yesterday I received a message 
from the Chief Clerk of tho State Department that 
M l Frelin -hnrsen would publish the dispatch when 
called for by Congress. This morning I wrote a 
note to Senator TTindoro, Chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, asking that he would intro­ 
duce a resolution calling for the correspondence. 
When the New York p if r* came. I found the doc 
ument, t'i ugh with rjruy errors, published in ihe 
New York Herald. I understand that it has been 
published in one piper in cacti of the several large 
cities. The dispatch was obtained surreptitiously, 
front whom nrby whom I d# not know. It was no 
doubt a hastened, partial publication, in order to 
deprive me of the w ide advantages of the Associated 
Press, which I was anxious to secure for it, in order 
that the ml*r presentations cwiceroing the invita 
tlon to the Teaec Congress might be definitely cor 
»aeted. Very respectfully, JAMES C. BLAINE. 
THE INVITATION TO A CONFERENCE. 
Fillowing is a oorrected copy of Mr 
BUine’s dispatch inviting a conference of the 
North sod Sauth American Republics to 
m eet in Washington:PVl'ARTMSXT or STATS, I 
WasntNOTON, November 29, 1S81. f 
Sir: The attitude w tne United States with 
re*- oct to the question of general peace on the 
American Continent is we'-l knov.ua through its per­ 
sistent efforts for years past to avert the evils of 
warfare, or, these efforts failing, to bring positive 
cenflie's to an cod through pacific counsels or the 
advocacy of impartial arbitration. This at ¡t-.de 
has been constantly maintained, and always 
with such f tirness as to leave no room for 
impugning to our Government any motive except 
the humane and disinterested one of saving 
kindred States of tho American Continent from th? 
burdens of war. The position of the United States 
as the leading power of tfc© new world might well 
give its Government a claim t ’ authoritative utter­ 
ance for the purpose of quieting discord among its 
neighbors, with all of whom the most friendly re­ 
lations exist, ucTortheioss the cqod offices of this 
Government axe not, And have not at any time been 
tenderen with a shew of dictation or compulsion, 
b t only f*s exhibiting the solicitous good will o' 
a common friend. For some years past a 
growing dtaposifcion has been manifested by certain 
Srates of Central and South America to refer ais- 
putes affecting great questions of international re­ 
lationship and boundaries to arbitration rather than 
to the sword, it bus been on several such occasions 
s source of profound sati-fackon to the Government 
of the United Slates to do so. This country 
is in a large measure looked to by all the 
Amerimn power* as their friend and mediator 
The fust and impartial counsel of the President 
in snch cases has never been withheld and 
his ©ff »rte hare been rewarded by the prevention of 
sanguinary strife or angry contentions between 
people whom we regard as brethren. The existence 
of this growsi-g tendency convinces the President 
that the time is ripe for a proposal that shall culwt 
the goodwill and active c operation of all the 
Slates of the Western Hemisphere, both North and 
Soath. in the Interest of humanity and for the com­ 
mon weal of natians. He conceives that none of the 
Governments of America can be less alive than our 
own to the danger» and horrors of a state of war, 
and especially cl war betwton kinsmen. He is sure

Impressed by the e 
rkw«, the President extends to all the independent 
countries of Norih and Sonth America an earnest 
invitation to riarticifate in a general Congres-s to be 
held in the city of Washington on the 22d of > o-'em­ 
ber, 1S32, for’the purpose of consider!> g and dis­ 
cussing the methods of prevent'ng war between the 
nations of America. He desires that the att?nt:on 
of the Congress shall be strictly confined to the on** 
great object; that its sole aim 6hali be to seek a 
wav of permanently avoiding the horrors of cruel 
and bloody coutes 8 between countries of one tie, of 
one blood and speech, or the even worse calamity 
of internal com motion and civil strife. That 
it shill regard the burdensome and far- 
reaching cou^equenccs of such a struggle, 
the legacies of exhausted finances, of oppressive 
debts of onerous taxation, of ruined cities, of par­ 
alyzed industries, of devastated fields, oí ru.hlefs 
conquerors, of the slaughter of men, of the grief of 
the wicow and the orphan, of embittered resent­ 
ments that long survived those who provoke them, 
and heavily afflict the innocent generation that 
comes after. Ihe President is especially desirous 
to hive it understood that in putting forth this 
invitation the United States does not assume 
a position of counseling, or attempting through the 
voice of the Congress to counsel, any detrimental 
solution of existing questions which may now 
divide any of the countries of America. Such ques­ 
tions cannot properly oome before the CongreM. 
Its mission is higher. It is to provide f*»r 
the interests of all in the future, not to 
settle the individual differences of the present. For 
this reason, especially, the President has indicated 
a day for the assembling of the Congress so far in 
the future as to leave good ground for the hope that 
by the date named the present situation 011 the 
south Pacific coast will be happily terminated, and 
that those engaged in the contest may take peace­ 
able part in tho discussion and solution of the gen­ 
eral question, affecting iu an equal degree the well­ 
being of all. It seems also desirable to disclaim in 
advance any purpose on the i>art of the United 
States to prejudge the issues to be presented to 
the Congress. 
It is far from the intent of this 
Government to appear before the Congress as 
in any seme the protector of^ its neighbor or the 
predestinf-d and necessary arbitrator of their dis­ 
putes. The United States will enter into the de­ 
liberations of the Congress on the* same footing as 
the other powers represented, and with the loyal 
determination to approach the proposed solution, 
not merely in its own interest or with % view to 
assert its own power, but as a single member among 
coordinate and coequal State*. 
So far as the 
influence of this Government may be bene­ 
ficial, it will be exerted in the direction 
of conciliating whatever conflicting interests 
of bio ;d, or Government, or historical tradition may 
necessarily como together in response to a 
cull embracing such vast and diverge elements. 
You will present these views to the Minister of Foi- 
cign AH d s, enlarging, if need be, in such term3 as 
will rea lily occur to you, upon the great mission 
which it is within the power of the proposed Con­ 
gress to accomplish in the iutcrestof humanity, »nd 
upon the firm purpose of the United States to main­ 
tain a position of the most absolute impartial 
friendship towards all. You will thereupon, in the 
name of the President of the United S ates, tender 
to hi* Excellency, the PiesLent of 
—> 1 formal 
invitation to send two Commissioners to the Con­ 
gress, provided with such instructions as will enable 
them to consider the questions brought before that 
body within the limit of the submission contem­ 
plated by this invitation. The United States, as well 
as the other powers, will in like manner be repre­ 
sented by two Commissioners, eo that equality and 
impartiality will be amply secured in tho proceed­ 
ings of the Comrress. In delivering this invitation 
through tho Minister of Foreign Affairs, you will 
read this dispatch to him, and leave with him a 
copy, intimating that an answer is desired by this 
Government as promptly as tho just consideration 
of so Important a proposition will permit. I am, 
sir, your obedient servant, JAMES G. BLAINE.

ANOTHER INTERESTING YEAR FOR STA2- 
GAZtRS. 
If 1881 was pre-eminently tbe astrol­ 
ogers’ year, owing to the great conjunction 
ot Jupiter and Saturn, upon which so 
many frightful prophecies were based, lSs’2 
will be in a similar sense the astronomers’ 
year on account of the transit of Veuue. 
The transit does not occur until December, 
but the astronomers are already preparing 
for their observations of it. In fact, they 
began their preparations more than twen­ 
ty-lire years ago—so important Í3 this 
event to astronomical science. 
By tbe 
transit of Venus is meant the passage of 
that planet between the earth aud sun, so 
that the planet is seen against the disk of 
the sun like a black dot. If owes its im­ 
portance to the fact that it furnishes per­ 
haps the best means ot measure the dhtance 
between the earth and the euu, and 
this distance is the astronomer's yard-stick, 
without which he cannot get along. The 
more accurately the suu’s distance is known 
tho more correctly become other astronoin 
ical measurements. Modern estimates o: 
this distance have varied between 95,090,­ 
000 miles and 91,000,000 miles. Since the 
transit of 1874 it has been put at 92 SOU - 
000 mile», but the astronomers think th y 
are yet one or two hundred thcusaud miles 
out of the way, and this year they hope to 
cut these limits of error down very much. 
The results they schievi must stand f r 
mere than a century, since there ivili n .t 
be auo'.iier tran»itof Venus until 200! 
There will be the usual number ot con­ 
junctions of tne moon with the varona 
plrfr.ets this year. Although of no sp cial 
valne to the astronomer, these conjunc­ 
tions are interesting and often beautiful 
phenomena, and they serve to point out 
the planets to those who otherwise might 
be unable to identify tbe earth’s sister 
worlds among the stars. 
There will be a 
few rather close conjunctions between 
some of the planets, aud Jupiter, Saturn 
ani Mars will be conspicuous in the even­ 
ing sky during tho winter and spring, of­ 
fering fine opportunities for observation to 
those who possess telescopes. 
Tho expected comet of 1812 has not yet 
put in an appearance. As some astrono­ 
mers think that the last comet discovered 
in ISS1 may be the long lost Lex'ell’s comet, 
which nobody expecttd to see again after 
Jupiter kicked it out as an intruder in his 
family moons, it may not be too much to 
hope that the stupendous comet cf 1264, 
which is now more than twenty years over­ 
due, will also pay the sun another visit 
aDd make the night brilliant with the 
glories of its train. 
The period of disturbance in the sun has 
not yet reached its hight, and the great 
central luminary may be. expected to fur­ 
nish interesting scenes for those who de­ 
light to gaze through telescopes at the won­ 
derful things that exist outside the earth.— 
[New York Sun. 


The Cedars of Lebanon.—Measures 
have been taken by Rustem Pasha, Gov­ 
ernor-General of Mount Lebanon, for the 
preservation of the cedars. The Governor- 
General has caused to be built round the 
tre?s a walled inclosure, in charge of a cus­ 
todian, whose duty it will be to see that 
the regulations are carried out. Visitors 
of all nationalities will be allowed as here­ 
tofore access to the cedars, but will only 
be permitted to sot up tents outside the 
inclosure, at places specially designed for 
the purpose. Fires will not be allowed 
near the trees, the necessity of this rule 
having within the last few years been 
demonstrated by the fact that three of the 
largest cedars have been partially de­ 
stroyed by fires, owing to carelessness of 
travelers’ servants. Is is further “ obso- 
lutely forbidden to cut a branch or bough 
of any single tree.” No animals belonging 
to travelers are to be permitted within the 
inclosure. 


R idden to D eath. —The other day, 
while a noble stag of ten was being hotly 
chased by tbe Kaposztasmegyerer hounds 
—a subscription pack in Hungary—one 
Karl Poro», a discharged hussar, managed 
to bring the terrified animal to a standstill 
in s<»me clo»e cover through which it was 
forcing its way, and, by an almost super­ 
human effort of strength and agility, to 
vault upon its back. After several des­ 
perate but unsuccessful attempts to dis­ 
lodge its rider from his seat, the stag, 
stimulated anew to flight by the cry of the 
fast approaching hounds, resumed ite 
course, but it soon broke down nnder the 
weight of its unaccustomed burden, and 
gave up tbe ghost through sheer exhaustion 
and terror. Poros was feund bv the hunts­ 
men sitting on the nnwonnded carcass of 
the stag, which he had literally ridden to 
death, and resolutely claimed aa the just 
reward of an achievement unprecedented 
in tbe annals of the chase. |
